Cuba: Several minor fights on the 28th 
and 87th mat., took place between the 
Spanish troops and insurgents ia the 
provinc* of Santa Clara. The insur- 
gents defeated th» Spanish troops both 
daya. Tha Spaniards left their dead on 
the field and retreated in good order. 
The dead, it is stated, numbered 48 in 
both days' fighting. 


According to the advices, the soldier* 
recently sent from Spain, called volun^ 
tears, most of whom are mere boys, are 
conscripts. Thoir hearts are not in the 
tight, and there hiu been many of them 
deserted and gone over to the insurgents. 
Two regiments were sent to the country 
three days after their arrival in Havana. 
Fifty so-called Spanish volunteers re- 
cently from Spain deserted, and «r* 
with tho insurgent general, P«l«0io. 


General AiBida Gnerra ig near Man- 


zaniUo, a seaport town, with 5,000 well 
armed cavalry. Ho is considered the 
bravest of al^ by the Cubans. It is ra- 
peoted he will shortly raid the towns ot 
•Santiago and Munwmillo. 


It ia estimated that the insurgents 


now number 20,000 under arms in the 
island; 


Yesterday a prominent Cuban of thia 


city guid: "Spain will find us prepared 
this time aud not like 1886. Wo have 
lenders and lots of money. We will 
have onr independence and very likely 
annei to the United States." He said 
that the yellow fever wonld thin the 
Spanish ranks and that the insurgents 
would get aid from outside. 


The steamer Pedro Pablo is Btill un- 


der surveillance by the custom authori- 
ties. Tha cutter McLuue is still here to 
enforce the neutrality laws.

TAMPA, Flit., April 1.—Among tho 


passengers on tbe steamship Olivette 
were H number of Spaniards and Cu- 
bans from the island. The Spaniards 
said that there was fighting in the east- 
ern part of the island, but that they 
were sorry for the "poor Cubans" en- 
gaged in it, for those that were not 
killed in the fighting would be shot af- 
terward. They ridiculed the idea of 
Cuban success. 


When asked if they wore leaving the 
island to avoid being forced into the 
volunteer ranks, they said they were 
coming hero to work in the cigar fac* 
torioH, ua the business was dull in 
Havana. 


Spanish estimates place the insurgent 


forces at less than 3,000, and the reason 
assigned for the shipment of so many 
soldiers from Spain to Cuba -wait that on 
there WMI only ti.OOO permanently located 
in Cuba, Spain thought it advisable to 
place more of a standing army on the 
islands so that in case the Cubans should 
attempt to uprise they would be over- 
powered at once. No other reason for 
the movement of troops was assigned. 


Martinez Campos is expected to ar- 


rive in Havana ou April 4 and it is un- 
derstood that the light will then be on 
with great vigor, 


For the first time the civil guard of 
Havana are acknowledging the iusur- 
rectiou. The landing of Maceo with 
1,000 man near Boraoo is generally con- 
ceded. Flor Cromblo is said to be with 
him, and it is asserted that the landing 
was effected on the 23d. 


A Cuban report is that arms wore dis- 


embarked near Santiago by Cubans on 
the 34th. 


Brooks is said to have left the island 
with Mussorine, commanding his troops 
daring his absence. 


Santoclldar is reported as having been 


routed by Aynador Guerra on the 22d, 
with slight losses.

BHIMONOSBKI, April 1.—The armistice 


established by order of the mikado ex- 
tends to April 20, but it will terminate 
if the police pour parlers are broken in 
the meantime.

ist's inventive genius, if it did impugn 
his honesty. 


Somo candid scholars there were, 


however, who strongly maintained that, 
though those narratives wore not to bo 
found in any Arabic teit ol "Elf Layla 
wa Layla," Gallaud must have taken 
them down from tho reoitals of profes- 
sional story tellers in the Levant. 


But tho question was finally settled 


when M. Zotouborg discovered them in 
a manuscript copy of "The Nights," 
which had been recently'acquired for

Tho essence of Professor Wollncr's in- 


novation is Ills -invention of tho nail 
wheel. 
It consists of a horizontally 


placed axis with .spokes nud mcbod 
jeroplauos uttnuheci to them iu a cylin- 
drical form. While revolving round tho 
axis tho latto:r take a slightly slanting 
position, which causes tho forward edges 
of theso surfaces to bo inclined, ami oyn- 
sequontly to compress tlio air ill tho way 
of tt sail or n kite, calling into piny tho 
vortical force. Threa rite running across 
each lifting t.urface aud made in the 
form of a screw ut tho sumo tiino servo 
to strengthen tho aeroplanes and to add 
to tho horizontal force, 


Those sail wheats sot in pairs can bo 


placed, according to the size of airship 
aimed at, in one or mor« groups of two 
wheels, revolving ia opposite directions, 
behind or beside encli other. The cigar 
shaped car, furnished with n motor aud 
carrying the noroiinniis, is attached hori- 
zontally under the center of thuwheels, 
BO that thu whole cuuatructinn will re- 
neir.bJo a colossal "bird, propelled, in- 
•tend of-by wiings, by revolving wheels, 
the lifting surfaces of which nre con- 
secutively and constantly developing 
vertical and horizontal power. 
The 


bird's movements in flying :iuJ the 
speedy headway motion necessary to tho 
kite flying machines for thfiir support 
in tho air arc in Professor Wcllner's in- 
vention changer] to n rotary motion. 
This construction, while permitting of 
an easy, ploiv asflent, assures tho liori 
gontal position and constant; Btabilityof 
tbe airship, ut tiio mnau time permitting 
of a high velocity. 


The more the latter is increased the 


stronger is the-lifting power developed. 
Tbe direction is give:! by a rudder at the 
end of the ship or by increasing the 
velocity of Klio Hail wheels on ouo side 
only. It is the peculiar quality of these 
wheels that they do uot, as might be 
supposed, disperse tlio nir around them. 
They rather attract it toward their rap- 
idly moving surface, condensing it to 
a powerful utrcara, which passes down 
obliquely through their cylinders. Their 
velocity oan bo made to surpass liy far 
that of railway trains, tana enabling 
them to conquer contrary winds and air 
currents.—Miss Holene Bonfortiu Pop 
alar Soienbd Monthly.

On ever}' dninyiiiK grnnuil whore the 


city contractors of Ci-unklyii place th«ir 
ashes ono may nun constantly Italians 
working hard leveling tho heaps, as 
Olid after loud is di:uosited, and care- 
'ully planing tho toumto cutis and other 
oastofl pieces of tinware iu piles by 
ihemselvos. Tliu contrrictors do not ob- 
ioot U tho househo'Ulurs put old cans 
trnoDg tho ashes, for this insures u oare- 
tal loveling l;y the Italians at the 
dumping grounds at no espouse tct tho 
contractors. Tho revenue from these 
cans that aro collected by tho hundreds 
aud thousands is a matter of cm-prise to 
most persons. A two horso load brings 
from $0 to $8. It takes several days of 
iard work to got n big wagon load, but 
;bo Italians don'tfiooni to miud tho labor 
of it, for there is money immediately in 
sight as tho piles of tin onus grow. 
They \yatot| jealously tlioir picking 
grounds and sometimes make spcuial 
arrangements with the contractors for 
;ho privilege ot acrnpiiig and raking thu 
neb, heaps over, 


Tlio till cans aro fiold to men with 


Curnaoos, who placo t'hem iu a big cal- 
dron, and nudor a slow tiro melt tho tin 
aud solder and run that part off for fu- 
turo uso and sale. Almost all the tin 
and solder is fiavod by this process nnd 
is salable for uso in amking more cans 
for preserving vegetables. Tho heac is 
then made intense, and tho iron that re- 
niains is melted and ou&'t into sash 
•weights. Tlio demand for theso old cans 
is said to bo greater than the supply, 
and ono of tho most valuable of the 
scavenger privileges that the Italians in 
largo cities assnmo is that of working 
over an ash dump. 


The Italians also collect odd bits of 


leather in heaps. Old shoes of a large 
sizo aro always a special delight to 
them. A wagou load of them is always 
salable for use ia making lampblack. 
Tboro aro other sources of profit in ash 
heaps, but tho chief sources of revenue 
to those who pall them to pieces are tho 
cans and tho shoes.—New York Sun.

"The hoopsnake of Texaa ti M inter- 


esting a reptile as yon can find any- 
where, "said a former resident of the 
Lone Star State. "It is unlike auy hoop- 
suake I ever saw in tho east and a good 
deal livelier. Under its lower jaw there 
is a lip, with a hole in it, and on the 
end of its tail there is a hornlike hook 
chat curves upward. Whenever the 
snake takes a notion to roll, it throws 
its tail over its snout, hooks into the 
lip, ami goes spinning away over the 
grass ae merrily as yon please. 


The snake can get over the ground 


pretty fast by crawling, but it seema to 
take great pleasure in rolling. Tho un- 
der pare of its body is bright red, and 
yon oan: see tbe snake quite a distance 
when it's rolling. Some say the horn is 
bollow and capable of ejecting poison.- 
but I don't know how true that Is. Peo- 
ple who ore ignorant of how the Texaa 
aoopsmike is built aro simply amazed 


they happen to see one change 


from a orawl to a roll. They can't make 
out how it is possible for the snake to 
put its ends together and roll away at 
snob speed unless it sticks its tail into 
its mouth. Yon will often run across a 
boopsuuke that is crawling along lei- 
surely, when all at once it will throw 
Its tail forward and go zipping off at u 
speed, you imagine, that makes its head 
swim. But its head is always level, no 
matter how fast it roils or how far. 


"I'vo seen many a mau and boy 


amusingly taken in by hoopsnakes ont 
thero. Every newcomer desires to possess 
a specimen, and they get it into their 
heads that it is as easy as lying to catch 
one. The tenderfoot thinks he can cap- 
ture a hoopsuake by poking a pole or 
stick through the circle mode by ita 
body. He gets fooled, however, for the 
cunning snake instantly uuhooks its tail, 
thus ridding itself of the stick or pole, 
runs aioug on its belly for a short dis- 
tance aud then hooks into the lip again 


resumes its frolio with perfect free- 


dom. 
The hoopsuake has a fine sense of 


humor, I reckon, for it takes delight in 
scaring women and tenderfeet .by roll- 
iug right up to them and dodging away 
when they scream or jump. They tell a 
story out thero of a man who ran the 
handle of a rake through a hoopsuako's 
circle »ud unhooked it. The siioke got 
mad, 
struck at the man and hit the 


trunk of a mosquito bush with its horn. 
It sped away then, aud the mau found 
tho print of its horu iii the bark. Ho ex- 
amined the bush often, and be took his 
oath that it died iu less than DO days. 


"I onoe saw a hoopsuake hanging to 


ouo of tho hind feet of. a gopher. 
The 


gopher kicked and squealed and pulled, 
ami the snake kept tapping it on the 
bead and back with its horn. Tho snake 
couldn't have swallowed tho gopher, 
and it tormented tho little thing out of 
pure daviltry. 
Its aim with the hook 


was unerring, and it noted as if it was 
tickled all over every time the gopher 
nqnuakd. The lioopsnake's fun came to 
un eliri very suddenly tho moment an- 
other gopher appeared. 
Tho second 


gopher took in the situation at a glance, 
and it immediately hopped - upon the 
suako and bit it in tho back of tho neck. 
Tlio snake lot go of the foot mighty 
quick, and all the lively writhiiigs im- 
aginable that BUJiko performed iu tho 
next eight or ton minutes. 
It thrashed 


the grass flat in a epuco.fivo feet iu di- 
ameter, and I never saw a cryuture hate 
to die as that suake did. It iinally 
stretched out motionless, and I cut off 
its born, which had no hollow iu it. 
The wounded gopher was squealing in 
some brush, und its rescuer was trying 
hard to coax it into a hole, but it had 
beet) ctono for by the snako, and it died 
in a littlo while, 


"Bow it does make a toad's eyes bang 


out when a hoopsnake gets after it I 
Tho toad knows that it's a gouor, and it 


egiiiii to hop aud poop und squeal with 
error before the snake has touched it. 
The snake is in no hurry, for it knows 


ery w«U that the toad can't get out of 
ts sight, and it takes downright com 
ort in hoariug tho toad wail. It crawls 
Behind the toad, and when it gets good 
ind ready it throws its tail forward 
and gives the toad i\ smart thump be- 
woen tho eyes with tlio point of the 
icru. The toad backs up a fow inches, 
md the Eunke soi-/.es it by a hind foot. 
?hoii the toad kicks with its free hind 
oot cmd claws tlio grass with its front 
iut, keeping up a piteous squealing nl! 
ho time. The suuke lets it kick and 
claw for a spell, but by and by knocks 
he toad on tho head till it stops kiek- 
ng and swallows it. 


"While a hoopsnake was handling a 


;oad 
in thnt way one spring I saw a 


bullfiuako interfere. The Imllsnake o: 
I'exnn is a big headed reptile about 8 
'oot long. Its body tapers all the way 
:ike a oone, and it has two curved teeth 
'.a the upfrar jaw aud Is nonpoisouons. 
Tho hooiL-iuako had the toad by a hint 
loot, r.nd of course tho toad was mak 
,ng all the noiso it knew how to. Sucl 
deuly a bnilsuake glided ont of the bush 
and struck at tho hoopsnake's middle 
with its upper jaw. The hoopsnake iu 
stantly released the toad, faced the bull 
euake and hit it on the neck with it 
horn. The blow didn't phase the bull 
make a particle. It returned the attack 
with a sidewinder that knocked th 
hoopsnako out of the path. The latte 
must have been very much nstoujshed 
for, instead of sailing into.the big fel 
low again, it cleared out at once, aiic 
tba bnllsnnlio seized the toad right awa. 
and started to swallow it."—New Xor 
Smi.

The publication of the scheme of the 


Lima Northern railroad company and 
the call for a public meeting to take 
action in the matter, published in 
the Tiias-DiaiocBA']' Saturday, had 
tbe effect of drawing a large and rep- 
resentative crowd in Music Hall in 
the evening. 
J.'W. Half hill called the meeting 


to order and stated ito objects. He 
explained some of the many benefits 
the 0, L. & M. road would be to 
Lima, and a portion of its right of 
way should not be allowed to be ap- 
propriated by another company, thus 
crippling the project. The road is a 
Lima project, md her citizens who 
have subscribed to its building should 
not allow it to be stolen, 
Mr. Faurot then gave a history of 


the road, now he had become inter- 
ested in its infancy and how be had 
been struggling since to build it 
The project was considered a good 
one by experienced railroad men 
The panic was a serious blow to 11 
and the road has been beseiged anc 
conspired against, but be said th&t 
he now had every assuiance that the 
road was about to be built from Co- 
lumbus to Bryan. Capital was ready 
to come into it, but the conspiracy of 
tbe past few days has caused the 
matter to come to a stop, temporari 
ly. The suits begun in the courts to 
condemn the right of way ie a part of 
a conspiracy to deaden the C , L. & 
M project, and tbe speaker said he 
thought be could name the ones at 
the bottom of the natter. There 
has been a disposition to wreck tbe 
road since it was started, and Mr. 
Faurot could have sold the road at a 
profit, but it would have gone to Ur- 
ban a, Wapakoneta and St. Marys, 
and missed Lima. 


Tbe C, L & M so far has cost 


8400,000 and ia ready for steel be- 
tween Lima and Defiance. 
They 


come up with a plea that they can 
take the road because ti re years have 
elapsed since the rig lit of way was 
secured and it is not in operation 
The taxes have been paid each year, 
money expended in different wajs 
and a judgment paid off within the
